WMhincton, Dec. 25. — The Italian 
■^tcrnment has been renewing its pf 
forts of late with the authorities in 
Washington to have our federal stat- 
vHes BO extended as to protect foreign 
tn In casw arising within the juriadlc 
Mm of autea, thus flvl|if a fadaral 
rtoedr for Iynch4nca and Ilk* affrays 
dh'erted against Italians, such as hav< 
occurred in Louisiana, Colorado and 
Iliasissippi. 

It is the exchange of views In this 
ronnectlon which recently broaght on 
tlM discussion in ttae lUlian senate, 
when Leon Fava Interpolated the Ital 
ian premier as to the progress of an 
adjustment. Immediately on the aiii- 
val of the Italian ambassador, Signoi 
Mayor des Klanches, he took up this 
question Which had arisen in connec 
tlon with the lynching of several Ital 
tea cititens at Brwln. Miss. 

In this connection Signor Mayor 
said: "Under the treaty between Italy 
and the United States the eltizens of 
each country are guaranteed the full- 
est protection while realdint in the 
other country. In the case of Ameri- 
cans residing in Italy they have ev 
actly the same rights, the same pro- 
tection, the same retourse to the 
courts that an Italian subject enjoys; 
the only exception Is in connection 
with political rights. In the case of 
Italians residing in the United States, 
the treaty assures them the' same 
rights and protection given to Amer- 
ican citizens. ■ unfortunately this 
cixpression of treaty, so far as it 
relates to Italians in this country, is 
someiwhat theoretical, for under the 
American system, which limits the 
federal authority over states, the cen- 
tral government is not able to give ef- 
fect to the guaranty laid down by the 
treaty. We fully recognize the difH- 
cultles of this situation, which has 
l*een as apparent to the itateimen of 
thla country as they have to those of 
Italy. We have hoped this would 
bring about the enactment of a law 
which would permit the federal gov- 
ernment lo carry out the guaranties 
of treaties. This would be a genuine 
TMM«y for affairs alailter to those 
(Which occurred In Louisiana and Mis- 
•Issippi, and would prevent the period- 
ical agitation over cases arising in the 
Btates, As these cases arose they 
would be assured of attention under 
the federal authority with careful re- 
gard tor the execttttoQ of treaty obli- 
gations. Since the recent lynchlngs 
at Brwln, Miss., there has been more 
or less discussion of the payment of 
money indemnity. But In the view of 
the Italian government the question 
of Indemnity does not enter into the 
oaae. There has beea no auggestloa 
oontag from us. much less a demand, 
for a cash Indemnity to the govern- 
ment. The Italian government does 
not ask blood money. At the same 
time th« families of the victims, who 
voet directly affected, are natu- 
!|iibr wlUiag to IliMni t« toggeatioBS 
al a monetary in^eptnitjr, and when 
'^iese suggestions ai-e voluntarily made 
^ the state or federal authorities we 
jtas nothing more than be the medl- 
am for considering them In behalf of 
aar naoDia, Bitfih UuleiaaiUes are to 
lia people affeeted. and aot to the 
l^lian government, which feels that 
th«re is a far greater question Involv- 
ed than any fliiaiK ial return to ludivid- 
aala. It la the real and the permanent 
i^ewedy of Slaving the federal laws 
tjtta to Itallaa snbjeots the protection 
itaaraateed ia oar treaties that we de- 
sire, and It is to this end tbait my ex- 
elianges of views are tending, rather 
Vfiim to the payment of special Indem- 
^les In special '>as«a. What the Ital- 
iaa government desirei la a ayatem 
aa^erlng all cases,"

HAVY "HISTORIAN BOUNCED. 

PreMdent Ordered the Discharge of 
Maclay-He Doean't Want to Go. 
Wa^hiagtoa, Dec. 26.— 9d0ar 8. Ma- 
clay, the employe of the Brooklyn navy 
yard who wrote the "history" of the 
Cuban campaign as a text book for the 
Naval academy, and in it denoum ed 
Rear Admiral Schley as a caitiff and 
coward, received for one of hla Christ- 
aaas preaenti a peremptMr order of 
discharge from the navy. As Maclay 
refused to resign In obedience to the 
request for hia resignation made by 
Secretary Long at the ilirei tlon of the 
president, the president through Sec- 
retary Long ordered his dismissal. 
This latest action la the matter fol- 
lowed a eoafereaee betweea the presi- 
dent and the secretary, who took to the 
White House with him a letter from 
Maclay in response to the request for 
his resignation sent by the secretary 
last Saturday. In thla letter Maclay 
submitted that he could aok be re< 
moved or be compelled to resign with- 
out definite charges being made 
against him, and without having an 
oi)p(iriunity to answer those charges. 
Although the civil service rules give 
employes of the public service the op- 
portunity of aaaweriag charges that 
may be preferred against them, the 
president exerei.=ed his prerogative in 
the present instance and direeted Ma- 
clay's removal, it bein^ hi-ld that tlx- 
latter was aware unofllclaily, if not 
officially, of the reasons which actu- 
ated the executive ia taking the 
course determined upon. Secretary 
Long says this Will flnalljr dispose of 

the case. 

Maclay Trying to Hang On. 

New York. Dec, 25. — When seen at 
his home and Informed of his dismis- 
sal from the navy yard by President 
Roosevelt. E. S, .Maclay said: "1 have 
written to the civil service authorities 
at Waahlngton asking for a formal 
opinion oa this subject. I shall be 
guided in my actions by the advice 
received from this source." 

General Miles It Silent. 
Waahlngton, Dec. 25. — Lieutenant 
Qeneral Nelaoa A. Mllei returned to 

the city from hla brief visit to New 
York, T4^ general declined to discuss 
the question of the reprimand glv>'n 
him by the secretary of war for his 
published observations on the report 
of the verdict of the court of inquiry 
In the Schley case, and in reply to 
inquiries as to his future course in 
the matter said he had no statement 
to make. He did say, however, that 
the report that he would apply for a 
court of iaquiry was unauthorised. 

Marconi Leaves Newfoundland. 

St. Johns, N. F., Dec. 25.— .Marconi 
has left here for Ottawa. He i xpeci- 
ed to stay there but a short time and 
hopes to reach England by Jan. 10, 
passing first through New Yoi:k. The 
inventor Is gratified over the outcome 
of his controversy with the Anglo- 
American Telegraph company, as Is 
evidenced l)y a letter from the Anglo- 
American company printed In the Lon 
don Times. One of Marconl'a assist 
ants has accompanied the inventor to 
Ottawa. Marconi's other assistants 
have returned to England. 

Was a Friend of Kit Carson. 
Dea^. Dee. 16.— O. Baags, 74 

a friend of Kit Carson, a veteran of 
the Mexican war, and a Colorado pio 
neer guide and Indian lighter, died at 
Alton.

The whole zone thus rt mains In- 
cluded In the disputed territory. 

Sunor Alcorta. Argentine minister 
of foreign affairs, sent a commu- 
nication to Flortncio I,. Dtmiinguez, 
the minister of Argentina to (Ireat 
Britain, in which lie informs the lat- 
ter of the renewal of conciliatory ne- 
gotiations between Argentina and 
Chile. This step was taken in order 
that Seaor Dominguet may offlclally 
Inform the arbitration commission and 
other persons interested in tlie mat 
ter of the new devclopinciit s in tin 
situation. Documents putting an end 
to the present state of affairs will 
probably be aigned by representatives 
of both Argentina and Chile at Baa 
tiago de Chill in a few days. 

Fighting In Philippines.

During :ui engai;i im nt in Ha- 
tangas province lietwecn llie Filipi- 
nos and a lictachment of the Twen- 
ty f.rst infantry under Lieutenant Ed- 
gar T. Conley, one American private 
was badly wounded. A number of the 
natives were i<il!ed. The military pri'-- 
on at Suliig liay lias l)een re-^•s?allli^ll- 
ed. A large nuniljer of Flliiiini.s cap- 
tured In Laguna and Hatangas piov- 
Inces have been sent there. The col- 
umn under Colonel Dougherty is mak- 
ing a clean sweep of Laguna province, 
burning all the Filipino barracks 
that are found and a number of small 
native hamlets. Colonel Douglievty 
has taken many prisoners, and the 
Filipino loss of life during his opera- 
tions has been lieavy. 

From Cleveland to Tolcrio. 
Cleveland. Dec. 2'). — (Jeneral Mnn- 
ager Danforth of the Everett-Moore 
syndicate Is pleaaed with the success 
of the initial trip of that road from 
Cleveland to Toledo. Of the further 
immediate jilans of the conipany Mr. 
Danforth says: 'V.'it'iMi two wcek-^ 
cars will leave f'|cv(>lanil everv liom 
for Toledo and Sandusky. For the 
first few weeks accommodation rais 
will be operated between Cleveland 
and Toledo, on a six-hour schedule, 
stopping wheicM-r necessary. .\t the 
aame time limited trains will be put 
oa to rua the distaace ia four hours." 

Seientrne Expedition. 

New York. Dec, 25.— J. B. Fairbanks 
of Provo City, Utah, arrived here on 
the steamer .\ndes from South .Vnier- 
lean ports. He was a member of a 
party of nine which set out from 
Provo City to obtain specimens, ve 
or dead, of the fauna and flora of Cen- 
tral and South America. Others of 
the party fell sick and some of them 
were targets for rebel tiullets In 
southern portion of Colomuia when 
they attempted to reach the coast in 
order to seek their way home. Finally 
all but Fairbanks succeeded in reach- 
ing the coast snd found an avenue of 
escape. Fairbanks says that the trip 
was a scien'.lflc success.

The boat arrived from Fultoa lata 
Tuesday night with 16 passeagers, all 
of whom were asleep oa board whsa 
the fire broke out. Of these three are 
known to be lost. O. Ranor and 
wife of Old River, Tenn,, and Mrs. G. 
M. Tims of Richardson Landing, Ark, 
Their chaiird remains have been re- 
covered from the wreck. The 3-months* 
old child of Mrs. Tims Is missing. It 
is believed that ail the other persoaa 
on board escaped. 

The fire originated In a pile of sead 
cotton on the boiler deck, and was 
probably stait«d by a spark from the 
furnace. The boat was valued at |10,- 
000 and waa about half Insured. The 
cargo was totally destroyed. 

The steamer was the property of O. 
W. Phillips and .lohn Brencan, both 
residents of this city. 

Dashed Through a Herd. 

Mattoon. Ills., Dec. 2,'.. — The south- 
western liniiied. fastest passenger train 
on the Hig Four systi in, was miracu- 
lously saved from being wrecked near 
Kan.-as. Edgar county. Engineer 
William White was pulling eight 
coaches filled with holiday passengers. 
Coming down grade at a sjiced of 60 
miles an houi. near Adin Raker's 
stock farm, the engineer saw a herd 
of cattle being driven over the track. 
It was too late to stop, and with re- 
markable presence of mind White 
pulled the throttle wide open, and at 
its terrific speed the .ngine .struck the 
iierd in the middle, grinding 10 ani- 
mals to piect s. Heads, hoofs and 
bodies of cattle were thrown hundreds 
of feet, and the whole train was 
splashed with blood. Only the train's 
great speed kept It on the track. 

Another Blaze at Shreveport. 
New Orleans, Dec. 26. — Fire at 
Shreveport. La., destroyed the furni- 
ture establishment of .lackson Broth- 
ers, invcdving a loss of $«0,000 on 
st()»k and $l.'..ii(in on luiilding. The 
fire situation in Shreveport is bad. and 
an agitation has been started In favor 
of building reform and Improved fire 
appartus. as 40 insurance companies 
have withdrawn from the city pending 
adjustment of conditions. The losses 
in the past year have been exception- 
ally heavy. 

Train Wrecked and Burned. 

Dallas. Dec The Mis.sduri. Kan- 
Fas and T< xas nortliboiind pas.senger 
train w.ts wrecked and almost com- 
pletely burned six miles southwest of 
here. Three persons were Injured, but 
none killed. The baggage, express and 
mall cars and two coaches were de- 
stroNed. Tilt 1 rigine and one Pullman 
are all that remain. The engine is 
bottom up la the ditch. 

Machine Workes In Ruins.

Just three moatbs ago Presideot Mc- 
Kiniejr died. Jut three montlu ago to- 
day at Buffalo Mr. Roosevelt took the 
oath of office as IVeeideut and said : 
■ **Id tbli boor of deep oataral bereave- 
ment, 1 wish to ptate tliat it s^hall he my 
aim to continue absolutely unbroken the 
policy of Preeident McKinloy for the 
peace and prosperity and honor of oor 
beloved country.'' 

And the whole ciiuntry stood relieved 
and (trateful for the announcement that 
the dead PresidAnt't policy would be the 
new President's cbart. 

Yet now that three montba have passed 
aince that pledge wa« so aolemnly given 
and BO loudly acclaitned by tlic nation 
that it bad all the moral t>t'«>ct of a cove- 
nant into which the PfMident and the 
people entered tosjef her, what do we eee? 

Mr. KooBevelt'8 first mesaagH to Con- 
greai ia an absolute rejection of the main 
feature of Mr. McKinley's policy as he 
outlined it in his very able speech at the 
Buffalo Ezpoaition, and which proved to 
be hia farewell meiiage to the country. 
That speech was received with approba- 
tion that Wit- ni)t !iiiiif(Mi tjy party lines, 
but was national in its character. Its 
keynote waa— reciprocity. Its gist was 
contained in thene memorable words : 

■ I lie (n ri<i(l oi i x( hisivene» 1» past. 'I lip ex- 
p«n8iou <il our trailc and CDmiiu rci' N the prevs- 
lui prolilcm roiniiitri ial war- arc iiiiprotlia 
b'.f. A policy of tJooil-wlll aiMl fricmlly r. laihiiis 
will prevent reprisals. Koiiprocity trestles are 
ill harmoiiy wiili the spirit of ^httimM; BUM- 
urcK of reUkUatiUD are not.'' 

In Preaident Roosevelt'e meaaage there 

It notliint; like that. He has practically 
repudiated it all —and the reciprocity 
treaties are dead. 

Nor is this the only, thoutch it ia the 
main abandonment of Mr. McKinley's 
\i ilicv. There is a new order of Federal 
appointments in the South. It may be 
good, but it is not the "absolute un- 
broken" policy of McKinley. There is to 
be a new Collector of the Port of Kew 
York, the first Federal ofBce ootaide of 
Washinaton — and be is not to be Mr. 
fiidwell, whom Mr. McKinley had de- 
cided to reappoint.' And the chief con- 
sular an<l Senatftrial representative of 
President Roosevelt is— not Mr. Ilanna. 

In fl.-ie, three months after the new 
President's promise to "continue abso- 
lutely unbroken" .Mr. McKinley's policy, 
nothing material of that policy remains 
unchanged except that the war in the 
Philippines goes on and the tariff'-aheU- 
ered iriiRtH, the iiionopoliea, the subsidy 
hunters and all the capitalistic combina- 
tions that thrive by QoTeroment privil- 
e«ef< anil favors continue to erj )y the 
Administratiun'ti first consideration and 
cara.
